ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SenQoOks 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford: 

As required by law, I herewith submit the annual report of 
the Superintendent of Schools for the school year ending June 
SO lOZ/. 

During the year which this report covers the town and dis- 
trict were served by Maurice J. Kendall. 

Six schools have been maintained for a period of 34 weeks 
each. Ninety-five pupils have been enrolled, fifty boys and forty- 
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five girls. Seventeen children were between six and eight years of 
age; seventy-eight were between eight and sixteen. The school 
attendance was 92 per cent. of what it would have been had there 
been no absences. Thirteen graduates of the elementary schools 
of the town are in high school. . 

The cost per pupil for elementary schools was $68.75; of 
this amount the State paid $15.95; this leaves a net cost to the 
town for each pupil attending an elementary school within it of 
$52.80. Of the $52.80 so spent by the town, $38.75 was for the 
teacher, $1.57 for supervision, $0.67 for directors’ services, $0.50 
for text books, $0.93 for supplies and appliances, $1.80 for fuel, 
$2.12 for janitor service, $3.81 for transportation, $0.04 for 
truant officer service, $0.30 for insurance, $2.13 for repairs, and 
$0.18 for miscellaneous items. 

The per pupil cost for high school was $48.73, of which the 
State paid $15.39, leaving a net cost to the town for each pupil 
of $33.34. 

The schools were fortunate in having so many teachers with 
experience; no single factor contribtites more to efficient work 
than this one. | 

In an arithmetic contest, with towns entered from the six 
New England states, Strafford pupils of the fifth grade exceeded 
the average of the same grade for New England in addition, sub- 
straction, multiplication, division. and business arithmetic by a 
good margin, and were considerably above the average for Ver- 
mont. 

Perhaps the most urgent need at present is medical inspection 
of pupils, with reports to parents of physical defects discovered. 
This service could be had twice a year for from 20 to 25 dollars, 
or 21 cents per child, if the directors of each of the four towns in 
the district would see fit to procure it. .
